MADISON — Gang members used 
a sawed-off shotgun and a .32 caliber 
pistol to shoot two men late Thurs- 
day night, the victims said from 
hospital beds Friday 

“T won't say it’s gang related at 
this time;” Madison police Lt, Bill 
Papa said Friday. Papa said’ the 
police haven't fully determined what 
occurred. 

Mark Madgett, 22, of Madison, and 
Carey Gilmore, 20, of Washington” 
Park, were struck several times by 
gunfire as they left the apartment of 
a friend af the Garesche Homes 
Housing Project. 

“Just when we came out they 
opened fire on us,’’ Gilmore said. 
“They had a good angle — right at 
us.”" . 

The first volley of buckshot struck 
and knocked down Madgett and 
Gilmore, they said. 
we} went=-tothe- ground,”’ Gilmore 
said. hen, when I got up to run, I 
got hit in my left thigh. 

The .32 caliber bullet that struck 
Gilmore in the thigh knocked him 
—down again, but te-got-back-to-his. 
feet and ran, he said. 

The two had to run, Madgett said, 
because the gang members weren't 
through. 

“They were running behind us 
with guns,” Madgett said. 

“Steady shooting at us,” Gilmore 
id 

ilmore said he recognized the 
persons who did the shooting as 
members of the Vice Lords street 
gang. 

The reason for the shooting, 
Gilmore said, may be because he 
visited a woman a few weeks ago in 
Eagle Park. He said he did not know 
she was the girlfriend af a Vice Lord 
member until sometime after the 
vi when the man shot at him. 
Gilmore said ‘he reported tha! - 
dent to police, but the man wasn’t 
arrested 

“The dude shot at my car once 
before, but when [called police, they 
wouldn't come,”’ he said:

There is a lack of police interest in 
what happened Thursday, Gilmore 
said. The police did not come to the 
hospital to take statements, he said. 

“The police reacted like they 
didn’t care — like they didn’t give a 
damn if we lived or died,” Gilmore 
said. 

The Madison Police Department is 
undermanned and, couldn't get a 
statement, Papa said. The chief is on

Enrollment declines

GRANITE CITY — Enrollment 
declined this year at the Granite Ci 
ty Campus of Belleville Area Col 
lege. The decline came as a surprise 
to GCC Executive Dean Lee 
Knoebel. 

“T thought we might have reached 
a plateau instead of a drop,” 
Knoebel said. 

Last year, GCC registered 2,094 
This year's enrollment stands at 
2,047, a 2 percent drop. More impor- 
tantly, however, is a significant 

“decline in«the number of hours 
students are taking at the college. 

KNOEBEL SAID students are tak- 
ing about 10 percent féwer hours 
than fas year. The reduction will 
mearm the college. will receive less 
money in’state aid. 

Knoebel attributed the decline in 
the amount of hours students are 
taking to a’ better economic outlook 
in the area; He said when the 
economy is brighter and more jobs 
are available, potential students are 
more reluctant to seek retraining or 
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increase _their_ knowledge in a par- 
ticular vocation..GCC is primarily a 
vocational college. 

People generally do not come to 
GCC just to gain more educational 
experience in hopes of a job promo- 
tion, Knoebel said. They generally 
attend out of necessity, he said. 

“WHEN TIMES are bleak, the 
people know they have to do it 
(retrain). Promotion isn’t the key,”’ 
Knoebel said. 

Knoebel said he does not think this 

ar's decline is a trend. 
I hope this drop_is_atypical 
There is a lot of potential here .,. for 
the type of students we are trying to 
reach. I think the physical changes 
here will be very positive. I’m still 
optimistic,” he said. 

Knoebel said he was hopeful that 
recent developments would spur. 
future enrollment. GCC is now 
undergoing an exterior facelift in- 
cluding the resurfacing of part of the 
main parking lot, which had been 
deteriorating.

Executive session unjustified

Two proposed amendments to the 
Illinois Constitution will be submit- 
ted-to voters on Nov. 4. 

Secretary of State Jim Edgar said 
one of the amendments concerns the 
category of persons. who may be 
denied bail by the courts, while the 
other would authorize the General 
Assembly to pass legislation exemp- 
ting from taxation property used ex- 
clusively for veterans’ 
organizations. 

In accordance with Illinois law, 
the secretary of.state’s office has 
distributed to local election 
authorities pamphlets explaining 
both amendments, including 
arguments in fayor of and against 
each one. 

The pamphlets aré being mailed to 
Illinois’ 6.1 million--registered 
voters. i 

“These two proposed amendments 
to the Illinois’ Constitution affect 
every citizen in our state,” Edgar 
said. ‘I urge voters to carefully ex- 
amine the pamphlet so they can 
make informed decisions on these 
issues."" 

State law requires thal a copy be 
mailed to each registered voter. 

For passage, each gmendment 
must receive either three-fifths of 
the votes cast on the issue or a ma- 
‘jority of all ballots cast. 

A present constitutional provision
